FRANCIS A. WOOD, M.D., is a neurological sur- 
geon on the staff of Babies and Presbyterian Hos- 
pital Units of United Hospitals Medical Center of 
Newark, and also on the staff of Mountainside 
Hospital, Montclair. He lives in Montclair with his 
wife, Mary, also an M.D., an anesthesiologist on the 
staff of the New Jersey Orthopedic Hospital and the 
Hospital Center at Orange. They have four children. 
Dr. Wood is currently serving his second consecu- 
tive term as president of the Family Service Bureau. 
In answer to “why his sacrifice of time and talent 
to Family Service,” Dr. Wood says: 
“I believe every citizen should assume extra re- 
sponsibilities to help his fellow man and make our 
community a better place for all. Also | am keenly 
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aware that anyone of us could be affected at any- 
time with problems that seem insurmountable to us, 
but can be worked out satisfactorily if professional 
help is sought and received. 

“I take great satisfaction in my role at Family 
Service Bureau, knowing the effective work this 
Agency does in helping and saving families and 
individuals who have serious problems.” 


FAMILY SERVICE BUREAU has a long tradition 
of service in the Newark area. It was founded in 
1882 and began immediately its work of providing 
professional counseling service to help families and 
individuals having serious emotional problems. 

Specifically, the function of the agency is to pro- 
vide professional counseling in the areas of marital 
relationships, parent-child relationships, personal 
adjustments, pre-marriage counseling, casework 
service to the unmarried mother and counseling to 
older citizens. 

The professional staff members are required to 
have a Masters Degree in social work and there is 
an experience requirement. Each is a member of 
the Academy of Social Workers, the national accred- 
iting agency for professional social workers. 

At present the Bureau has on staff — professional 
social workers, a consulting psychiatrist, casework 
aides and social work assistants. 

In 1968 Family Service Bureau provided its serv- 
ices to 1,819 families, more than 9,000 individuals 
were involved. In-person interviews totaled 9,126. 
New cases averaged 120 per month. 


Centrally located in downtown Newark, Family 
Service Bureau is open Monday through Friday 
9 a.m.-6 p.m. Because of sharp increase in re- 
quests for services, F.S.B. is now open Monday, 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings until 9 p.m. in 
addition to its full-time day schedule. 
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EXPANDED SERVICES TO MEET IN 


F amily Service Bureau is using its resources as a cooperating 


and participating agency in important projects currently at 


work to alleviate social and human problems in the Newark area. 
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Mrs. Abbie Stebbins is supervisor of six 
casework aides, working out of the three 
TEAM centers, located at Broadway, Spring- 
field Avenue and High Street. The six aides 
assist TEAM enrollees get supportive serv- 
ices, medical, dental and other services 
necessary to be taken care of prior to their 
beginning work or training.

PROJECT ENABLE

In cooperation with the Urban League of 
Essex County, Family Service Bureau con- 
ducts group discussions on a neighborhood 
level, to help individuals to recognize what 
they can do at the local level to help them- 
selves.

Family Service Bureau receives funds for its 
participation in the Special Projects in Newark.
